Oppesing Senators Has Presi- 

dent’s Approval, May for Nothing 

—Westerners May Get , of Line. 
Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
There are signs of another difference be- 


tween the White House and the Capitol 
over the Porto Rican matter, although it is 
a difference of opinion as to details of policy 


| rather than of fact. The suggestion of a 


compromise as already outlined in THe TRIB- 
UNB continues to be receiyed with the 
greatest favor by the President and his 
Cabinet, but both Senators and Representa- 
tives tonight declare that the tendency is 
all toward the passage of the House Dill 
without amendment or compromise of any 
kind. The substitute which the President, 
his Cabinet, and a majority of the Con- 
ciliation committee favor furnishes, it is be- 
lieved, the best bridge on which opponents 
of the tariff may cross into the regular Re- 
publican camp. 3 

As outlined on the highest authority, the 
basis of this compromise is to be the ad- 
mission duty free into Porto Rico of food- 
stuffs, agricultural implements, and similar 
articles now on the free list by the executive 
order of the President under the war tariff. 
That would protect the islanders against all 
extortion on the means of livelihood. To em- 
phasize the necessity for the tariff, but at 
the same time to show its ¢haracter as an 
emergency measure, the compromise pro- 
poses to provide that after the establishment 
of a local government it may certify that 
means of revenue other than the tariff have 
been found, and thereupon the President is- 
authorized to declare free trade between the 
United States and Porto Rico. 


President Approved promise. 

This basis of compromise was submitted 
to the President and approved by him. Sev- 
eral of the Senate leaders were delighted 
with it. They saw in it the basis of a 
real compromise, which es the principle 
of the exclusion of the island from consti- 
tutional provisions, demonstrated the tem- 
porary character of the tariff, and finally 
left it in the hands of the islanders and 
of the President to establish free trade at 
any time when changing conditions justify 
it. Not only was this compromise accepta- 
bie to the President in the highest degree, 
but there is every reason to believe it was 


Im the main a basis of agreement which 


would be accepted by the reciprocity Sena- 
tors like Davis, Beveridge, Proctor, and 
others. In fact, it is believed the hope of 
securing this compromise was the induce- 
ment which led Senator Beveridge to aban- 
don temporarily the idea of making his free 
trade speech. 

The opposition to the promise comes 
not from men like Beveridge, Davis, Mc- 
Cumber, and Simon, but rather from the ac- 
knowledged party leaders inthe Senate. In 
fact, there is good ground for the belief 
that if the party leaders in the Senate would 
accept this compromise the opposition wanid

MAY CONTEST THE SNELL WILL. 


Albert Jerome Snell Fails to Appear at 
the Time for Proving—Heirs 
Are Reticent. 


The will of the late Henrietta Snell, widow 
of the murdered banker, Amos J. Snell, is 
likely to be contested. The instrument dis- 
poses of, $525,000 worth of property, and 
proving, which was to have taken place yes- 
terday in the Probate Court, was continued 
until tomorrow that Albert Jerome Snell, 
son of the testatrix, might appear to make 
proof of heirship. 

Under the advice of his attorneys, Condee 
& Perce, Mr. Snell failed to appear before the 
court during the day, although he made no 
formal protest against the proving of the 
will. The will provides that any heir pro- 
testing against the probate of the will shall 
be debarred from all benefits under it. By 
failing to appear, it is stated, Mr. Snell saved 
to himself all the advantages of a protest 
without incurring the penalties provided in 
the instrument for that action. A subpena 
was issued by Judge Batten summoning Mr. 
Snell into court tomorrow, when proof of 
heirship will be taken. Up to a late hour 
last night the writ had not been served. 

The exact nature of the questions that will 
be raised against the will arenot known. It 
is thought that the question of the interest 
of Mrs. A. J. Stone in the property of the 
legatees might, be concerned in the affair 
and have prompted the action to be taken. 

Mrs. Grace Walker, sister of A. J. Snell, it is 
stated, has opposed the acceptance of the 
will by the members of the family. F. E. 
Scott is Mrs. Walker’s attorney.

HARD RON SAVES DREYER. 


TAKEN FROM TRAIN JUST BEFORE 
TIME TO START FOR JOLIET. 


Attorney A. 8. Austrian Dictates a Pe- 
tition, Presents It to Judge Dunne, 
Drives to Union Station at a Gallop, 
Brings Back Prisoner, and Hearing 
Is Set for Monday Morning—Lega!l 
Arguments Used Much the Same as 
Those Overruled by Waterman. 


Edward 8. Dreyer, the former banker, 
under sentence to an indefinite term in the 
State penitentiary, was taken from a Chi- 
cago and Alton train yesterday afternoon 
twelve minutes before starting time by a 
writ of habeas corpus in the hands of his 
attorney, Alfred S. Austrian. 

The habeas corpus was not issued until 
2:44, and Attorney Austrian, running from 
Judge Dunne’s courtroom in the County 
Building, jumped into a cab and began a 
wild ride to the Union Station. The driver 
had been offered a large fee to get there 
within five minutes, and, regardless of the 
shouts of crossing policemen, he drove his 
horse through the crowded streets ut a 
gallop. Jailer Whitman and Mr. Dreyer had 
taken their seats in a coach of the train 
which was to leave for Joliet at 3 o'clock. 
At 2:48 the writ of habeas corpus was placed 
in the jailer’s hands. When Mr. Austrian 
returned to Judge Dunne’s court he had with 
him Mr. Dreyer and Jailer Whitman. 

The grounds on which the petition for 
habeas corpus was based were those over- 
ruled by Judge Waterman when Mr. Dreyer’s 
attorneys asked for a new trial. They charge 
that he was placed twice in jeopardy during 
the trial and that he was not tried according 
to due process of law, the second clause 
bringing up the contention that the bailiffs 
were not sworn as the law requires. Judge 
Dunne set the hearing for 9:30 o’clock Mon- 
day morning, and the erences: was remanded 
to jail, 


Move a Surprise tor Dreyer. 

Mr. Dreyer received word at 12:30 o’clock 
p. m. that he was to be sent fo Joliet at 3. 
Ihe news came as an entire surprise to him, 
as he expected to be kept in jail until the 
application for a supersedeas had been 
heard in the Supreme Court. A few hurried 
preparations were made for departure. 

“I cannot understand such unkindness,” 
was all Mr. Dreyer said. I have not had 
even a chance to say good-by to my family.” 

His daughters, Lottie and Florence, how- 
ever, appeared at 2 o’clock, without having 
been summoned, to visit their father. Their 
parting with him, coming so suddgnly, was 
affecting. He kissed them as he left his 
cell, and it was only in this leave-taking 
that he showed any signs of weakening. 
He had said he would go to Joliet with the 
same spirit he had shown during the trial, 
and feeling that he was an innocent man. 

The story in detail of Mr. Dreyer’s rescue 
from the penitentiary is that of one of the 
sharpest legal skirmishes ever seen. The 
State’s Attorney's office and the firm of 
Moran, Mayer & Meyer were the con- 
testants, and the latter won. 

The trouble was started on Wednesday, 
when Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes, ex- 
asperated by the request of the defendants 
for another twenty-four hours, said that all 
agreements were off. When they 
in court yesterday morning Barnes called 
the case of Robert Berger, who had been 
granted separate trial. Attorney Austrian 
immediately asked that the case of Mr. 
Dreyer be called, as he had prepared by 
extraordinary effort to try it. In spite of 
his plea Judge Waterman held that the case 


Barnes made an unex- 
pected move. He made a motion that all the 
calls against Dreyer be stricken from the 
calendar. This was done, and the court pro- 
ceeded with the case of Mr. Berger. 

In the meantime Assistant Sheriff Lawson 
and Jailer Whitman had been in conference. 
At first preparations were made to start 
Dreyer to Joliet at 1 o'clock, and had this 
been done he would have had no chance of 
escape. 


Drawing the Petition in Haste. 

At it was, his attorneys were late in get- 
ting word of the decision to send him. At 
1:30 Mr. Austrian received word that he was 
to go at 4 o'clock. He immediately began 
to dictate the fifteen-page petition that was 
presented to Judge Dunne a little more than 
an hour later. Other stenographers pre- 
pared the typewritten copy at the same time. 
It was finished at 2:35 o’clock, and at almost 
the same moment came a telephone message 
saying that Dreyer was to start at 3 o' clock. 
The man who had been sent to obtain 
Dreyer’s signature came running in. Isaac 
Meyer had been dispatched to Judge Dunne’s 
court to prepare him to give immediate 
hearing. Mr. Austrian then started for 
Judge Dunne’s court with the petition. As 
stated, within the time that intervened be- 
tween 2:35 and 2:48 he secured the writ, 
made the trip to the Union Station, and 
placed it in the hands of Jailer Whitman. 

By the time he had reached Judge Dunne’s 
court again Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Sprogle and McEwen were there. Fora 
time it looked as though they might pre- 
vail with Judge Dunne, Attorney Sprogle 
statting that the grounds were but the same 
motions ‘which Judge Waterman already 
had ruled out. 

After further argument Judge Dunne set 
the case for 9 o’clock on Monday morning. 
Attorney Meyer asked that it be made 10 
o’clock. Upon Mr. Sprogle’s suggestion 
there was a compromise at 9:30. 

Mr. Dreyer’s case now rests until Monday 
morning. If Judge Dunne should then sup- 
port the writ Mr. Dreyer would be free in 
the case upon which he was convicted. He 
probably would be held under the indict- 
ments charging the receiving of money after 
the insolveney of the bank. The delay un- 
til Monday will give his attorneys time to 
make application to the Supreme Court for

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INSURGENTS ACTIVE IN LUZON. 


Correspondent of ‘Hongkong Paper 
Tells of Arms Captured and Am- 
bushes Laid by Natives. 


San Francisco, March 22.—The steamer 
Hongkong Maru brings from Hongkong 
news of a surprising state of affairs exist- 
ing in the Philippines. The correspondent 
of a Hongkong paper sends the following un- 
censored letter to his journal: 

“ Manila, Feb. 13.—It is a strange state 
of affairs that exists in the Philippines to- 
day. Improvement is visible in nearly every 
quarter. Civil governments are rapidly be- 
ing established in every town of importance, 
and garrisons and patrols are in process of 
extension wherever Americans hold terri- 
tory, and yet it is an undeniable fact that 
since Jan, 1 the insurgent forces have cap- 
tured a number of rifles and quantities of 
ammunition from the Americans, almost 
equaling the sum t of American captures 
from the insurgen Besides this the cas- 
ualty rate for the last two weeks will come 
close to being heavier than at any other 
period of the insurrection, with the exception 
of the time of the outbreak and the fortnight 
beginning with March 25, 1899. 

“These are hard facts to swallow and 
somewhat alarming into the bargain. 

“The threatened guerrilla warfare that 
was heard of on every side seems to be a 
reality, and parties of fifty or smaller num- 
bers are ambushed and ‘ jumped’ day after 
day. Supply trains, small escorts, and 
scouting parties are the special objects of 
attack. In one or two instances heavy pa- 
trols or strong scouting parties have quickly 
avenged these raids by setting out immedi- 
ately and hunting down and killing as many 
of the marauders as possible. These les- 
sons have not been forgotten, and in the 
immediate districts there have been no repe- 
titions of the trouble.

GIRL OF 15 COMMITS SUICIDE.

poison and was soon in a serious condition. 
A physician was called, and he ordered her 
removed to the hospital, where she died. 

Frank A. Smalley, a letter carrier con- 
nected with Garfield Park Station, 1926 West 
Madison street, committed suicide in the 
basement of the station by shooting himself 
in the head. Smalley was married and lived 
at 2012 Wilcox avenue.

BOERS PRESS THE FIGHTING,

LONDON, March 23, 3 a. m.—News of the 
relief of Mafeking so anxiously awaited in 
London for ten days past fails to material- 
ize, although there have been rumors all 
night that the besieged town is free. 

Colonel Plumer is still at Lobatsi, only 
fourteen miles away, but he {s- evidently 
unable to make further progress. In fact, 
there is a strong suspicion that he may yet 
have to make a strong fight to hold hig 
present position. 

Commandant Snyman, instead of retreat- 
ing as reported yesterday, seems to be much 
in evidence in front of Mafeking. He has 
been recently reinforced and is doing his 


garrison to surrender before Lord Roberts 
can send enough troops to prevent it. 

A few troops are now advancing to assist 
Colonel Plumer, but the large column which 
is to be dispatched from Kimberley has not 
started yet. 

Fighting was reported near Mafeking as 
late as Tuesday. At that date the town was 
safe.

The 


most noticeable fact with regard to the 


trenches was that the back of the front 


trench was always left quite clear, so as 
not to interfere with the fire of the second 


Une. 


All along the trenches lay skins, coats, 


cooking utensils, food, and cartridges, giving 


us the first indication we had had that the 
retreat had been anything but an orderly 
one. From the trenches it was a step to the 
gun emplacements. ‘Here our good friends, 
the gunners, had told us we should find 
traveling and disappearing carriages and 
every other artifice known to the royal ar- 
tillery mind. 
Again we were greeted with the simples 

plans to minimize the effect of the shell 
fire, a high embrasure covering the gun 
and sharp slope of the ground behind it, 
and a deep recess, cut in the solid rock, pro- 
vided all protection necessary to enable Al- 
brecht’s Germans to live through nearly 
twelve weeks of lyddite and common shell. 
One gun had, it is true, been demolished, as 


testified by an explosion three weeks ago 


and corroborated by the fragments of twist- 


ed iron and woodwork littering the em- 


placement; but the others, protected by 


their simple sandbags and the troublesome 
perspective of the iron stone kopjes, had 
maintained a fairly regular and accurate 
fire for two months of our winter at Mod- 


der River.“ |

No Room for Opposition. 
It is difficult to see how any honest m 
can object to such a provision unless he d 
it on the principle contended for by the 
Democrats, that the constitution extends 
of itself over Porto Rico, without any legis- 
lation by Congress. The Senate put itself 
record last Friday to the effect that the con- 
stitution does not extend over Porto Rico 
without specific action by Congress. The 
was not a single dissenting vote on the Re- 
publican side, and Mr. Lindsay, on the De 
ocratic side, voted with the Republicans for 
thut resolution. Hence no Republican Se 
tor can now oppose the proposed tariff 
constitutional grounds. And if Porto Rico 
does not need the tariff for revenue puf- 
poses it can get rid of it in a comparatively 
short time after Congress passes the ci 
government bill.

Secretary of Navy Says Right of Gov- 
ernment Is Clear, Though It 
Needs to Fight for It. 


Poston, Mass., March 22.—Secretary of the 


Navy Long was the guest of the Middlesex 


club tonight and made a speech on the 
insular policy of the administration. He 
said in part: 

“It is no use to shut our eyes to the 
fact that a fight is on. It is no use to 
deny that opposition is strong and has grown 
stronger, as it always grows stronger, on 
the eve of an election. It is no use to deny 
that there are malcontents and honest 
doubters. The honest doubter must be 
honestly met and honestly answered. He 
is deserving of the highest respect and the 
most candid argument, 

“It is true that our territorial acqulsi- 


tions have brought most serious problems. 


The Philippine Islands are ours by the 
solemn compact of a treaty. 

The administration is floundering in no 
uncertainty. It is pursuing a straightfor- 
ward course to order and peace and good 
government. In dealing with our new is- 
land territories the interesting question has 
arisen whether the limitations of the con- 
stitution extend by its own force to them, or 
whether Congress has full power over them. 
For myself, I have never doubted that 
Webster, the great expounder of the con- 
stitution, was right in the opinion that is- 
lands ceded to us are subject to legislation 
by Congress. 

What is constitutionally true of the 
Philippines is true, of course, of Porto Rico. 
The vital pofnt at stake is the constitu- 
tional one. All the_rest is a question of 
what is the wisest and best thing to do 
in the way of legislation. 

Ot one thing I am sure, that Porto Rico 
in its present condition needs help and that 
heip’ has been given at the suggestion of 
the President, by an appropriation of more 
than two millions of dollars for her relief. 
Of the constitutional right to impose a duty 
I have no doubt. Of its wisdom Congress 
must judge. If the duty does not put the 
Porto Ricans on an equality with ourselves 
by giving them free trade, it is only because 
it gives them something more liberal even 
than free trade without the relief above 
stated would be.“

RECORD OF DREYFUS BROTHERS 
Men Arrested in Chicago Associated 


with Counterfeiters of Revenue 
Stamps at Lancaster, Pa. 


Lancaster, Pa., March . 22.—[{Special.)— 
Theophile and Gustav Dreyfus, who were 
arrested in Chicago yesterday on charges 
of swindling, made in New York, were as- 
sociated with William M. Jacobs and Will- 
iam L. Kendig of Lancaster prior to the ar- 
rest of the later last April as principals 
in the counterfeiting of revenue stamps to 
an amount that the whole country was 
astounded. The Dreyfus brothers conducted 
a wholesale tobacco business in New York. 
In the same locality was a firm of the same 
name of sound financial standing. The men 
just arrested, it is said, traded largely on 
the rating of the other firm. In August, 
1897, their place of business was closed and 
creditors found only an empty store. It 
was found that the goods received from 
manufacturers were sent to Lancaster and 
stored by Jacobs and Kendig in the ware- 
house in which they afterwards conducted 
their counterfeiting operations. They were 
afterwards shipped to Philadelphia and auc- 
tioned off. No doubt exists that this scheme 
of fraud originated in the fertile brain of 


Jacobs. 


EVIDENCE AGAINST C. E. GEORGE 


Shows He Looked for J. McCormick ” 


and Found Him Several Hun- 
dred Times. 


More than 130 letters were introduced as 
evidence yesterday in the trial of Charles 
E. George, a Chicago attorney, who is 
charged with using the United States mails 
to defraud. All the letters were read to 
the jury and Judge Kohlsaat in the United 
States Court, where George is being tried. 

On one point the defense and the prosecu- 
tion agreed. That was that there were 
several hundred J. McCormicks”’ in this 

ry. From Indiana, Iowa. and Mis- 
souri lawyers representing members of the 
family appeared, and all testified that At- 
torney George had been anxious to find men 
bearing that name. 

George is accused of having represented 
the estate of James McCormick, who died 
in Guatemala, in July, 1895, as having been 
worth nearly a million dollars, when it was 
worth only $400, and endeavoring to obtain 
money from the alleged McCormick heirs. 

United States District Attorney Bethea 
says George has a prison record, having 
been sent to the penitentiary for charging 
exorbitant fees and for larceny as bailee.

FRICK SUIT DROPPED 4ND BIG REIN- 
CORPORATION ARRANGED. 


Public Statement Confirming Report of 
Compromise Issued by Company— 


All Interests to Be Consolidated Un- 


der New Jersey Charter and Old 
Form of “Limited” Partnership 
Abandoned—Stocks Not to Be Put on 


Market. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 22.—[Special.]—An- 
drew Carnegie’s ironclad agreement, by 
which he could round robin any partner 
whose presence in the Carnegie Steel com- 

y was no longer desired, was broken 

by the settlement of the equity suit of H. C. 
Frick. Confirmation today of the story 
that Mr. Frick had been offered a compro- 
mise was followed by a report that he had 
accepted Carnegie’s offer. 
The guesses as to the amount of the 
capitalization of the new company range 
from $200,000,000 to $350,000,000. 
000,000, which many think will be the figure, 
Mr. Carnegie’s holdings, 58% per cent, will 
be worth $146,250,000; Henry Phipps Jr.'s 
interest, 11 per cent, $27,500,000; and H. C. 
Frick’s d per cent will stand him $15,000,- 
000. George Lauder owns 4 per cent and 
Prosident C. M. Schwab 3 per cent. 

The company authorized the following 
statement today: 

“The partners of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany, limited, and the stockholders of the 
H. C. Frick Coke company bave agreed 
upon a plan or reorganization, vesting the 
ownership and control of said companies in 
one company, to be incorporated under the 

“The effect of the pro reorganiza- 
tion Will be to the equity proceed - 
ings instituted against the Carnegie Steel 
company, limited, and the H. C. Frick Coke 
company. 

“The articles of association of the Carne- 
gie Steel company, limited, as a limited 
partnership organization, expire by limita- 
tion on April 1, 1901, but the change contem- 
plated will be effected before that date, as 
the future form of the organisation has 
been under consideration for some time, and 
the plan is now about fully matured. The 
corporate form for the large and growing 
business has been determined upon in pref- 
erence to the limited partnership organiza- 
tion for its obvious advantages. The ob- 
jection to the corporate organization has 
beefi overcome, a way having been found 
by which deserving employés can be inter- 
ested and received into the company from 
time to time upon exactly the same terms 
as others have been admitted in the past.

C. Frick Coke company, will remain as now 
under Pennsylvania charters, the steel com- 
pany taking a Pennsylvania corporate char- 
ter instead of renewing its articles of limited 
partnership. As no charter can be obtained 
under the laws of Pennsylvania under which 
all the various departments and interests of 
the Carnegie companies can be consolidated, 
it will be necessary to obtain a charter under 
the laws of New Jersey, which will enable the 
control of the interests concerned wherever 
situated in any State or Territory of the 
union: Other powers are also thus obtained 
which are essential to a concern whose 
sphere of operations has grown to embrace 
the mines and markets of the world, with 
railroads and fleets; something never con- 
templated when Pennsylvania's present re- 
stricted laws were adopted. The stocks and 
bonds of the new corporation, instead of be- 
ing offered to the public as once contem- 
plated, are taken by the present owners 
themselves. The basis of the corporation 
proposed last year has been agreed to as the 
basis for the new corporation by all the par- 
ties, and will be adopted, rendering new 
negotiations unnecessary, but this is a mat- 
ter of no public concern, since no responsi- 
bilities tothe public whatever are incurred. 
It concerns the owners alone. 


Takes In Frick Properties. 
“The new company absorbs the stocks of 
the H. C. Frick Coke company and thus all 


the coke company stockholders become 


stockholders of the new concern, including 
Mr. Frick, whose interest in the steel com- 
pany will be thus: protected, which is satis- 
factory to all parties, the controlling part- 
ners expressing no desire to gain pecuniarily 
by their recent action. , 

Mr. Carnegie has given President Charles 
M. Schwab his proxy to act as required, and 
Mr. Schwab will continue as the executive 
head of the new company.” 

Is Victory for H. C. Frick. 

The general opinion fs that the settlement 
is a victory for Mr. Frick. That he will not 
have any part in the executive management 
of the company is shown by the last para- 
graph, which states that President Schwab 
will be the head of the new company as 
President. It is thought that Mr. Frick has 
been satisfied by an agreement to give him 
certain shares in the reorganized pany 
for his holdings in the present steel and coke 
companies. 

The surprise comes in the announcement 
that the various Carnegie concerns will re- 
organize with a New Jersey charter. This 
is Frick’s scheme, and is carrying out his 
idea of a large corporation. Last summer, 
when Frick tried to buy out Carnegie, his 
idea was to organize with a capital of 

The reference in the statement to the cor- 
porate form being determined upon, instead 
of the limited partnership ent, 
means the death of the “ ironclad.”’ 

No mention is made in the statement of 
ex-Secretary F. T. Lovejoy and Henry 
Phipps, who were behind Frick. It is 
thought that they will also be given the 
privilege of exchanging their holdings for 
stock or bonds of the new concern. 

The name of the company will not be 
changed, except the word limited will be 
dropped and incorporated substituted. 

There will not be any important changes 
in the personnel, and the stock will be kept 
within the company. When Frick started 
out to organize his big company last sum- 
mer many of the employés of the company 
mortgaged their houses, sold their jewelry 
and raised money in every way they could. 
in anticipation of buying stock.

The City Council, at a special meetihg last 
night, received the appropriation bill for the 
current year as drafted by the Council 
Finance committee. The budget distributes 
$11,971,861 for corporate purposes and $10,- 
206,666 for schools, a total of $22,178,527, to 
be met out of taxes and receipts from 
licenses and other sources. Further appro- 
priations are made aggregating $5,098,024, 
this expense to be paid from the water fund. 
The grand total apportioned for various uses 


The Council will meet as a Committee of 
the Whole at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
to consider the bill, and a vigorous fight over 
a number of items is looked for. The meas- 
ure will be passed on Monday night if possi- 


ble. 
Budget Exceeds Receipts. 

The appropriations exceed the estimated 
receipts for the year by a large sum. The 
city’s income from taxes is estimated at 
$6,593,251, a deduction being made for an- 
ticipated loss in collection. The receipts 
from licenses and other sources are esti- 
mated at $4,542,267, a total of $11,135,518, as 
against $11,971,861 in the budget. The school 
fund, in case Ahe full percentage allowed 
by law is exacted, is entitled to approxi- 
mately $16,473,750. The allotment for 
schools is: Buildings, $2,860,000; education- 
al purposes, $7,900,000. The water fund for 
the current year is expected to reach be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $3,500,000, indicating a 
deficit that must care for itself in some 
way. 

City Controller Kerfoot sent each Alder- 
man a letter with a printed copy of the bill 
which is remarkable for the many mistakes 
shown—urging the greatest economy during 
the year. Last year’s bill showed a grand 
total of appropriations of $17,979,346, schools 
receiving $7,524,161, while the amount for 
corporate purposes to be paid by taxes ag- 
gregated $4,419,328, and that to be met with 
funds from miscellaneous sources reached 
$4,620,075. 


Streets and Garbage. 

The increases in new budget provide chief- 
ly for cleaner streets and new bridges. To 
aid in the disposal of garbage $100,000 is 
set aside for an incinerating plant. The 
Bureau of Streets receives $1,600,2H, as 
against $1,007,928 last year. Of this amount 
$1,056,655 is devoted to street cleaning, re- 
pairs, and garbage removal, apportioned as 
follows among the various wards, last year’s 
appropriations being shown:

After stating that the average Russian is 
mistaken in believing that Russia could 
easily gobble up Japan that paper says: 

The Japanese have decided to pursue 
an aggressive policy in the far East and are 
pressing determinedly and irresistibly to- 
ward their goal. In their first advance they 
naturally encountered Russian opposition. 
Corea was the arena, and the fight ended 
with the withdrawal of the Russian instruct- 
ors. 

“This serious defeat should have opened 
our eyes to the power of Japanese influence 
and to their unswerving purpose and de- 
sires. 


Russia Must Act Quickly. 

“The Japanese are not only determined, 
but they are clever. They have realized 
fully that back of every diplomatic move 
must be actual power, and have, therefore, 
without hesitating, created an exemplary 
army and fleet. 

“If Russia wishes to not entirely lose 
her influence she must find the means of 
answering this cleverness with like clever- 
ness. Only with a well organized band of 
agents strongly centralized can the gov- 
ernment hold its own in eastern Asia.

CIVIL WAR IN ABYSSINIA. 


RAS MANGASCIA AGAIN IN REVOLT, 
BUT DEFEATED. 


Political Circles in Rome Somewhat 
Disturbed by the Hostilities Along 
| the Italian Frontier of Erythrea— 
Government’s Wise Forethought in 
Sending Additional Troops to the 
Colony Commended—Socialist Out- 
break in the Chamber of Deputies.

ROME, March 22.—News has just been re- 
ceived in Rome that civil war has again bro- 
ken out in the northern part ‘of Abyssinia, 
adjoining the Italian colony of Erythrea, and 
that Ras Mangascia is once more leading the 
rebels in an attempt to overthrow Emperor 
Menelek’s authority in Tigre. Ras Man- 
gascia has been quiet since his defeat and 
submission something over a year ago, but 
he has succeeded in collecting another fol- 
lowing and recently took the field. Menelek 
sent Ras Abbagubben with a strong force 
against the rebels, and a battle ensued near 
Haikmeskal, in which Mangascia was com- 
pletely routed. 

This new disturbance along the Italian 
frontier in Africa is regarded with some con-

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Irish Members Create an Uproar Which

LONDON, March 22.—The discussion of 
the financial relations between Ireland and 
Great Britain was set down for today, and 
John Redmond, the Irish léader, appealed 
to the promoters of the London water bill 
to postpone its second reading for a couple of 
days, so that the Irish question might be 
thoroughly discussed. The promoters 
agreed, but Speaker Gully pointed out that 
the orders of the day provided for the dis- 
cussion of the London water bill first, and 
that ‘he was bound to see the orders obeyed. 
Irish interruptions followed to such an ex- 
tent that the Speaker threatened to treat 
them as disorderly. The Irish members ap- 
pealed to the President of the Local Govern- 
ment board, Mr. Chaplin, to postpone the de- 
bate. Mr. Chaplin declared he saw no ob- 
jection at first, but after the attitude as- 
sumed by the Irish members the position 
of affairs had been entirely altered. They 
had endeavored, he toe by threats, to 


coerce the House, and to yield wouid be the 


worst kind of precedent. 


Further attempts to speak were howled 
down by the Irish members, and the disturb- 
ance grew worse each moment, when Mr. 
Balfour opportunely entered. Amidst loud 
Irish cheers Mr. John Redmond appealed 
to Mr. Balfour to intervene, and the latter 
agreed to a postponement, which was adopt- 
ed, after further noisy and disorderly dis- 
cussion, during which Mr. George G. Bart- 
ley, Conservative, deprecated the House al- 
lowing a “rabble” to dictate to it. Later 
he was forced to withdraw the obnoxious 
epithet. | 

Athur O’Connor, Irish Nationalist, opened 
the debate on the over-taxation of Ireland, 
which, he declared, from the date of the 
union to 1890, exceeded the war indemnity 
paid by France toGermany. He moved that 
the government take steps to remedy this 
state of affairs. Patrick J. Power. Irish Na- 
tionalist, seconded the motion.

MURDERER IS A PRISONER 


LAWRENCE WALSCH, SLAYER OF R. 
W. GILCHRIST, SURRENDERS. 


He Enters Maxwell Street Police Sta- 
tion and Confesses to Killing the 
Barber at 1764 Twenty-second 
Street with a Rifle—Says Wrong Is __ 
Done Him by His Victim and Four 
Others, for Whom He Looks — He 
Be Insane. 


Lawrence Walsch, 1048 Trumbull avenue, 
surrendered to Captain Wheeler of the Max- 
well Street Station last night and con- 
fessed that he had shot Robert W. Gilchrist, 
the barber who was killed while in his shop, 
1764 Twenty-second street; on Wednesday 
night. 

“I am the man who is wanted for thd 
murder of Bob, the barber,” said Walsch 
when he entered the station. 3 

Walsch said Gilchrist had wronged him, 
and for that reason he had committed the 
murder. He told Captain Wheeler that four 
other men living in Lawndale were im- 
piicated in the wrong done him, and that he 
had hunted for them, intending to shoot 
them with the rifle with which he killed 
Giichrist. He refused to tell what the al- 
leged wrong was. 

Walsch was cool when telling his story, . 
and the police were unable to tell whether 
he was recovering from a debauch or was 
weak mentally. He answered all questions 
frankly except those in regard to what 
Gilchrist had done. He did not know Gil- 
christ’s surname, calling him “ Bob, the 
barber.” 


Refuses to Tell the Wrong.” 


“They did me harm which I can’t talk to 
you about, but which has made me bitter 
toward them,“ he said to Captain Wheeler. 
“I was justified in killing Bob, and would 
be in killing the others. I don't care if 1 
am hanged for it, but I did what was right.“ 

After much questioning on the part of the 
police Walsch said: Lou can say I did it 
for fun, if you want to.“ 

The prisoner said he decided on Wednesday 
to kill the five men and that he rented arifie 
at Twenty-second street and Albany avenue 
at 11 o’clock in the morning. He hunted 
aucks along the drainage canal, returning 
to the city at night. 


Hunted for the Others. 


„ hunted around for the others for 
some time,” he said, “‘ and would have shot 
them if I had met them. When 1 thought 1 
couldn't find the others I went to Bob's 
shop. He was standing near a chair and 
was not looking. I pushed the door open. 
I had lots of time, so I took a good aim and 
‘plucked’ him.” 

After the shooting, Walsch says, he ran 
north in Central Park avenue to Twelfth 
street, boarded a street car, and rode to 
Halsted street. Going to the loan office of 
A. Greenberg at 316 Halsted street, he 
pawned the rifle for $5, giving the address, 
„ William Milschey, 137 Sangamon street.“ 
The rifle was recovered by the police. 

While hunting along the canal, Walsth 
says he drank considerable liquor, and, after 
pawning the rifle, he went to a place at Lake 
and Halsted street, where, after drinking 
some more, he obtained a room. He slept 
until late yesterday. During the day he wan- 
dered about the streets, thinking of what he 
had done, and finally concluded to give him- 
self up. 

Mrs. Emma Walsch, 1044 Trumbull ave- 
nue, mother of the self-styled murderer, re- 
fused to talk of the case. . 


Sister Says He Is Eccentric. 

Mrs. William Finerty, 1046 Trumbull ave- 
nue, Walsch’s sister, said: 

My brother always has been queer, and I 
am not surprised to hear that he has killed 
a man. I do not know of any cause for him 
to kill Gilchrist or want to kill other men. 

The police believe the prisoner’s hatred ot 
the barber is due to the fact that some time 
ago Gilchrist’s shop was entered by burglars, 
and among those arrested and questioned by 
the police was Thomas Walsch, a brother of 
the murderer. The police think this arrest 
is the wrong alleged. 


MEETS DEATH IN EXPLOSION. 


One Man Killed, a Woman Missing, and 
Twelve Persons Injured in Blue

Big New York Publishing House in 
Hands of Receiver—Has Many Out- 
standing Assets, but Is Unable to 
Meet Notes Immediately Due—Reac- 
tionary Effect of Harper Brothers 
Crash — J. Hampden Dougherty 
Takes Charge Under Order of Court. 


New York, March 22.—[Special.]—Close on 
the heels of the collapse of Harper Bros. 
comes the downfall of the house of D. Apple- 
ton & Co., second only to Harper's in 
seniority. Today, upon the application of 
Daniel Pritchard, holder of 100 shares of 
the stock of the corporation, J. Hampden 
Dougherty was appointed receiVer of the 
firm. 


The liabilities are more than $1,000,000, 
but the assets are of such a character that 
it is believed the creditors will be paid in full. 

A peculiar parallel exists between the 
houses of Harper and Appleton. The fail- 
ure of the Harpers in a large measure 
caused the embarrassment of the Appletons,

Daniel Appleton, the founder of the house, 
Was born in Haverhill, Mass., in 1785.

THE PORTO RICAN COMPROMISE 

At last a compromise Porto Rico measure 
is being evolved which should receive the 
united support of Senate and House Repub- 
licans, for it will be satisfactory to the mass 
of the people. The main features of this 
measure, which, it is believed, will put 
an end to Republican differences regard- 
ing this much debated question, are set 
forth in general terms in a dispatch from 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press, which is printed iu 
another column. It gives accurately the 


views of the President and of a majority 


of the members of the Senatorial concilia- 
tion committee. 

The plan cont#mplates the levying for 
not to exceed two years of 15 per cent 
of the Dingley law duties on all imports 
from Porto Rico and on all commodities 
entered at Porto Rican ports, with the 
possible exception of foodstuffs and agri- 
cultural implements. These the President 
is most desirous should be admitted free. 
The Senatorial plan contemplates also the 
creation of a civil government for the is- 
land. That government is to ascertain, when 
organized, whether it can obtain a revenue 
for its support, by direct taxation or in 
any other way, independent of the proceeds 
of the customs duties collected at the Porto 
Rican custom-houses and at American cus- 
tom-houses on imports from Porto Rico. 
If that government reports to the Presi- 
dent that it can do so, then the President 
is to be empowered to suspend at once the 
operation of that part of the act levying 
duties as betwen Porto Rico and the United 
States. Then that free trade which Porto 
Ricans wish for will be theirs. Free trade 
will come about in two years anyhow, and 
perhaps sooner. 

Those Senators who have been standing 
out for free intercourse between the island 
and the United States should not hesitate 
tu close with a compromise which enables 
those Republicans with whom they have 
been contending to retreat gracefully from 
the position they have been occupying. It 
makes a bridge for a flying opponent. If 
those Senators who are for immediate free 
trade block legislation, Porto Rican prod- 
ucts will remain saddled with the full 
Dingley law duties, and the producers will 
be indefinitely in their present unhappy con- 
dition. This compromise plan will give the 
Porto Ricans relief at once to the extent of 
75 per cent, and may give them full relief 
within a year.

It is that the constitution does not now 
extend over Porto Rico, and will not apply 
there until Congress so orders, They have 
so voted. Therefore they can vote for the 
proposed compromise, which proceeds on the 


assumption that Porto Rico is outside the 


constitution, and hence duties can lawfully 
be collected on imports from that island. 
The Democratic contention is that the 
constitution is in full force in Porto Rice 
now, and any tariff as between it and the 
United States is unconstitutional. If this 
is true of Porto Rico it is true of the Philip- 


pines. If so, there must be free trade be- 


tween the Philippines and the United 
States. Then for ten years all Spanish 
exports must be admitted free into the is- 


lands under the treaty. All exports from 


other European countries. will have to pay 
full Dingley law duties. There can be no 
“open door” in the Philippines unless the 
American tariff is repealed or the duties cut 
down toa minimum. Such repeal or reduc- 
tion would have to apply to the United 
States as well as the Philippines. That 
would play havoc. te 

If there must be free trade between the 
Philippines and the United States, then 
Malay labor, which is worth from 6 to 20 
cents a day, will be brought into direct com- 
petition with American labor. That is not 
desirable. Nobody who has ever advocated 
the Chinese exclusion act can consistently 
be in favor of free trade with the Philip- 
pines. Republicans certainly are not. 
Therefore they should unite on a measure 
which embodies and emphasizes that prin- 
ciple on which they are agreed—that the 
constitution is not in force in Porto Rico, 
and consequently not in the Philippines. 
Like most compromises, the one which is 
being worked out concerning Porto Rico 
does not in every minute respect satisfy 
all, but it furnishes a common standing 
ground on which all Republicans may con- 
sistently come together, and should not fail 
to do so. 


LOANS TO BANK OFFICERS. 

The House Committee on Banking and 
Currency has acted favorably on a bill, the 
adoption of which has been recommendéd 
by the Controller of the Currency, regulat- 
ing the making of loans by banks to their 
officers. The bill provides that no national 
banking association shal! make any loan to 
its President, its Vice President, its cashier, 
or any of its directors, clerks, tellers, book- 
keepers, agents, servants, or other persons 
in its employ until the proposition to make 
such a loan shall have been submitted in 
writing to the Board of Directors or to the 


Executive committee of such board and ap- 


proved by a majurity. At such meeting the 
person making such application shall not be 
present. The overdrawing of accounts of 
bank officers is forbidden. 3 

The President of a Chicago bank, imagin- 
ing that the bill forbids absolutely all loans 
by a bank to the persons named above, takes 
exception to the inclusion of directors. He 
expresses the opinion that the salaried exec- 
utive officers of a bank should not be per- 
mitted to borrow money from their own 
institution, while if directors are included 
in the restriction it will be difficult to get 
reliable men to go on the board. Undoubt- 
edly the interests of stockholders and de- 
positors would be better protected if the 
executive officers of a bank could not bor- 
row a cent from it. It is quite true, as the 
Chicago bank President says, that “ lending 
money to oneself—making the official the 
judge of his own credit—is a temptation 
which experience has shown to be disas-

The enactment of a more rigid measure, 
however, would contribute even more to 
pr banks against borrowing officers. 


WRESTLING AS A “SPORT,” 

It the present tendency to carry things to 
the extreme continues it will not be long be- 
fore checkers and tiddle-de-winks will be 
the only sports which can be safely in- 
dulged in or patronized without first taking 
out an accident insurance policy. 

Boxing has degenerated until it has be- 
come simply an alias under which toughs 
and plug-uglies pommel each other under po- 
lice protection, with now and then a man 
killed outright in the ring by way of variety. 
Horse racing is merely a gambling game, 
with special trains running out to some re- 
mote point in the country, where in an old 
tobacco shed or other building odds are laid 
and bets made on races which are supposed 
to be run in New Orleans or San Francisco. 


Football as sometimes played is more brutal 


and dangerous than prize fighting. Base- 
ball is purely a commercial pursuit, with no 
more sport in it than is to be found in a gro- 
cery store. 

Now wréstling has reached the point 
where he is the champion who can break his 
opponent's ribs and crush the life out of him. 
It no longer suffices to bring two shoulders 
and a hip or two hips and a shoulder to the 
mat in order to win a fall. Now after the 
man is down it is necessary to fall on him 
with all your weight, and if you weigh 300 
pounds so much the greater is the glory of 
your victory. 

No wonder the Filipinos are surprised 
that their great national sport of cock fight- 
ing should be forbidden under penalty of ar- 
rest. 


HAVE KISSED AND MADE FRIENDS. 

The Carnegie-Frick war is over. The 
parties to it have conferred, compromised 
their differences, and pooled their issues. 
There is to be no more litigation, and hence 
there will be no more interesting develop- 
and the 
wealth of the Carnegie company. Proba- 
bly dislike of publicity had more to do with 
Mr. Carnegie’s concessions to his adversary 
than a love of peace or a conviction that Mr. 
Frick had justice on his side. Mr. Car- 
negie, like many other men of great wealth, 
is rather unwilling that the public should 
know how much of a millionaire he actually 
is. Hence some of the statements in Mr. 
Irick’s bill of complaint about the vast pos- 
sessions of the Carnegie company must have 
grated on the nerves of the principal stock- 
holder. 

While many will regret the sudden settle- 
ment of a suit which bid fair to furnish 
much entertaining and instructive reading. 
for two or three years to come, it must be 
admitted that the parties to the controversy 
have displayed good sense. Each of them 
is a self-willed, dictatorial man, fond of 
having his own way and unaccustomed to 
contradiction. Usually when two such men 
clash they fight out their differences to the 
bitter end, and thus make glad the hearts 
of lawyers. Mr. Frick and Mr. Carnegie 
are wiser. They agree to forget all past 
differences and dwell in harmony within 


the encircling walls of one grand $200,000,-~ 


000 corporation. 

There ought to be ample room for many, 
men in a corporation of that magnitude, 
owning and operating coal and iron ore 
mines, railroads, fleets of lake steamers, 
coke ovens, and steel mills which turn out 
now about half the steel made in the United 
States. The new corporation will indeed 
be, in the language of the circus bills, a 
“mammoth, mastodonie combination.“ 
The smaller companies in the same busi- 
ness may view with some alarm the fact 
that the able men who have been connected 
with Mr. Carnegie are going to keep to- 
gether and pull together. For if the big 
concern in which they are interested should 
begin to compete with the smaller com- 
panies in their specialties, such as tin- 
plate and barbed wire, it will fare ill with 
the latter. They would rather see the war 
in the courts go on. | 


PUBLICITY AND LABOR. — 

It has been said that the investigation 
-of the local labor situation now being 
made by the Industrial subcommission ap- 
pointed by Congress is idle, because it, 
can have no direct effect in the settle- 
ment of the questions at issue. It is true 
that no action taken by the commission is 
likely to have much influence with either 
party to the controversy. At the same time 
the wide publicity given to the testimony 
taken by the commission cannot but have 
a most important effect in the molding of 
public opinion on the subject. 

Neither capitalist nor labor leader is 
likely to deny that an aroused and en- 
lightened public opinion is, in the last 
analysis, the determining factor in set- 
tling all disputes the settlement of which 
affects the public welfare. At the present 
time it is, perhaps, fair to say that the 
great body of the public has not yet finally 


made up its mind as to the merits of the 


controversy now going on. At least it is 
open to conviction if new and strong evi- 
dence is presented on one side or the other. 
And it is in securing and making public 
this information that. the Industrial com- 
mission can do its most valuable work. 
If it is true that the unjust demands 
of the labor unions are driving manufac- 
turers away from Chicago, it is right and 
proper that the public should knowit. If 
manufacturers and other employers are 
treating their employés unfairly the public 
should be given full and specific informa- 
tion in regard to it. Both sides to the 
controversy should be given a full hear- 
ing to the end that the public, which js in 
reality the court of last resort, may come 
to a decision with all the facts before it. 
It is also proper that evidence from people 
who are indirectly yet most seriously af- 
fected by the labor troubles should - be 
heard. Thus the testimony of the painter’s 
wife who testified before the commission on 
Wednesday throws a valuable side light on 
the case. | 
The labor unions need not fear that the 
evidence on their side of the case will not 
be given due weight because, perchance, 
their representatives are not so eloquent 


or so fluent as some of the advocates who 


represent the cause of their employers. 
Public opinion shrewdly makes allowances 
and is swnyed rather by facts than by the 
way in which they are presented. Both 


sides to the pending controversy owe it to 


their cause to present all the evidence they 
may have in their possession. The case 
is now on trial and the jury, which reads 


* 


papers, has no way of getting at facts 
which are not presented. 


LET MEN BECOME AUDUBONS. 
If women are not to be reached on the 


bird millinery question on moral or es- 


thetic grounds, if they refuse to see the 
cruelty or the ugliness of museum mil- 
linery, there is still the financial ground 
upon which they may be met. Of course, 
this is putting the matter into the hands 
of man, for, no doubt, he still pays the 
majority of the millinery bills, and if tradi- 
tion be true he will welcome any new cause 
for complaint. 

Let him refuse to pay for the bird hat 
or to be seen in company with its wearer. 
There have been societies of women banded 
together for the purpose of boycotting the 
smoker, and why should not men thus 
protect tlſemselves against a worse evil?

EXIT LEARY. 

A dispatch from Washington announces 
that Lieutenant Commander Schroeder 
has been selected to succeed Captain Leary 
as Naval Governor of the Island of Guam, 
U. S., and that he will sail from San 
Francisco about the middle of May, ar- 
riving at his far-away destination before 
July next. It is gratifying to learn that 
Captain Leary will be relieved at his own 
request and not because of dissatisfaction 
with the administration of his office. 

The new Governor will find Guam in 
spick and span order when he arrives, and 
the Guamites will undoubtedly meet him 
at the wharf with the same enthusiastic 
demonstrations of loyalty they have contin- 
uously displayed under the salubrious and 
spectacular administration of Captain 
Leary. Instead of a lazy, good-for-nothing, 
drunken lot of reprobates, such as they 
were before Captain Leary presented them 
with the blessings and privileges of civiliza- 
tion, he will find them clad in their right 
minds and fairly reveling in the delights 
of industry. He will have an easy task in 
the exercise of sovereignty, for Captain 
Leary has well prepared the way. He has 
established a firm and generous paternal 
government to which the Guamites are at- 
tached, though they do not hold office, at- 
tend primaries, sit in conventions, secure 
contracts, or loot the public treasury. This 
seems to be an ideal political condition. 
Ethically, also, Captain Leary has been 
eminently successful. He has broken ap 
peonage and emancipated the slaves. He 
has done away with polygamy and concu- 
binage, aud the Guamites appear to be 
relieved now that they have to support 
but one wife, legally married in American 
fashion. In some mysterious way, un- 
known to the W. ©. T. U. and the Pro- 
hibitionists, he has cured them of drunken- 
ness. He has made them pay their debts, 
an obligatien which has been loosely re- 
garded in the past. He has even persuaded 
them to come forward cheerfully and pay 
their taxes, an operation which is not per- 
‘formed cheerfully in the mother country, if 
the United States can be regarded as the 
mother of Guam. Industrially he has revo- 
lutionized the island, for every Guamite 
is now a man behind a hoe, with a donkey, 
a pig, and poultry among his belongings. 
Socially he has induced in them a love for 
Thanksgiving day, Christmas, Washington's 
birthday, Lincoln’s birthday, Labor day, 
Moving day, Easter, Fourth of July, and all 
the other days which their loving Uncle Sam 
observes as holidays. Artistically he has 
taught them to patronize his circulating 
library, and every home, however humble, 
resounds with the strains of pianolas, or- 
ganettes, and hurdy-gurdies, with which 
they have been generously provided by the 


Naval department. 
Lieutenant Commander Schroeder may 
well congratulate himself upon the 


paradise to which he has been assigned, 
but in the meantime the services 
of Captain Leary should not be forgotten. 
Without troops or munitions of war or 
physical force he has succeeded in mak- 


ing Guam as happy, contented, and loyal 


as any one of the old American States. 
Cuba is still an unsettled problem. Porto 
Rico is unhappy. The Philippines are an 
uncertain factor. Sulu is still cursed with 
polygamy and slavery. Guam alone of 
all our possessions is happy and contented, 
thanks to Captain Leary. His administra- 
tion has been purely personal.

Bas been abnormal. Such buying for future 
delivery has more or less of the nature of 
speculation. When the purchases are made 
at a time when prices are as low as they 
could be expected to be it is reasonably 
safe. The point is whether the policy is a 
safe one at present. Fear is expressed that 
many manufacturers with too much confi- 
dence in the continued increase in values 
may make contracts for future delivery of 
materials at prices which they will be un- 
able to pay should there be a fall in the 
value of their products. Dealing in futures 
is speculation, whether the article traded 
in is wheat, iron, or stoves, and those who 
make such arrangements are likely to make 
or lose much more than would be risked in 
ordinary merchandising. When the margin 
of capital is light the trade papers seem to 
incline to the belief that the safe and con- 
servative policy is to buy sufficient for imme- 
diate needs, without placing orders too far 
into the future. This lessens the chance of 
cnormous profits, but it aleo lessens the 
et.

“If you don't find it on State street,“ says 
Officer Burns, vou needn't look for it in 
Chicago.“ 

An average of 10,000 people an hour pass 
the corner of State and Madison streets, and 
it is the business of Officer Burns to keep an 
eye on them all. Consequently, he is a 
philosopher as well as an accurate observer 
and student of human nature. 

Officer Burns towered yesterday among 
the trucks and cable cars like a Colossus 
of Rhodes. He was basking in the sunshine, 
and making many interesting observations 
about the return of spring. 

“The first straw hat ain’t to be depended 
on,” he said. “I make it a sort of rule to 
‘pinch’ the first man I see wearing a straw 
hat every March. He is ysually a ‘hobo’ 
who has just thawed ouf, and the straw 
hat is a ‘left over.’ The first straw hat is 
always way allead of the season. I made my

‘straw hat pinch’ this year more than 
two weeks ago. He was wanted out in 
I’'way for a cheap box car job. You won't see 
any more straw hats for ten days or two 
weeks. Then, all of a sudden, they will 
show up on everybody’s head at once. I 
don’t know how it is, but it seems like all 
the down-town boys gets their heads to- 
gether and makes their straw hat début on 
the same morning. It's the same way every 
year. 

There's just one sign of spring that all 
my years on this State street corner have 
convinced me can be entirely depended upon. 
When you see the boss on an ice wagon— 
the fellow who sits on the back of the 
wagon—triding around in his shirt sleeves, 
then you can make up your mind that spring 
is really here. The first one went by this 
morning and I've been telling the boys that 
spring was here now sure. That's a sign 
that never failed me yet.”’

and take a promenade on State street to see 
how the old town looks after their winter's 
hibernation. Officer Burns says they come

They take the place of Burroughs’ hepati- 
cas and wind flowers, for they bloom 
early and are discouraged by frost and 
rough handling. Also they toil not, 
neither do they spin.“ 

The early crop of hoboes was much 
in evidence on State street yesterday. They 


wandered up and down in little groups of | 


two or three, or more often singly. Your 
„ hobo is a modest and retiring blossom 
and fears to attract too much attention if 
he appears in large numbers. Their clothes 
showed the results of a long winter’s wear 
and many of the faces showed that they had 
not yet found their way to the barbers’ 
college, where new students practice on 
six months’ beards without cost to the 
owners. 

Now and then a hobo would come along 
with a couple of canes or a pair of crutches 
under his arm. He would walk briskly up 
the street till he found a spot which struck 
his eye. Then he would vanish for a minute 
into the friendly shelter of a neighboring

Dr. Gould was presented at the evening 
session by Franklin MacVeagh, chairman of 
the meeting. His talk was an argument for 
the model tenements, constructed by a cor- 
poration with the intention of making the 
enterprise a successful business venture, as 
well as productive of benefit to the tenants. 
The New York association has made 5 per 
cent and over on its investments, he said, 
and it has been able to offer its tenants terms 
which at the end of twenty years gave them 
homes of their own and paid up life insurance 
policies at an expense of $300 above the ag- 
gregate rental they would have paid for a 
residence during that period. : 

Such a corporation for the building and 
maintenance of tenements furnished the 
method which he advised for remedial work 
in Chicago. He offered the same advice for 
the treatment of homeless men as of men 
with families. 

“T could name ten Chicago men who could 
make no better use of their money from a 
business standpoint,”’ he said, than to in- 
yest it as Mr. Mills has invested his in New 
York, and I am positive it would bring the 
same satisfaction to them that it has to 
him.” 

Chicago Slums Are Scattered. 

Miss Addams stated that investigation for 
the purpose of sending the Chicago exhibit 
to New York had revealed the fact that 
Chicago has no tenement-house districts. 

“There is no spot in Chicago to which we 
can point as the slum district,” she said. 
“ We have no ‘ sanitary district A’ ina cer- 
tain ward to which we can take visitors 
and point to it as the worst spot on the 
eatth. The Chicago problem is a problem 
of all Chicago. We are so mixed up that 
what affects one affects us all, and it is pos- 
sible for Chicago to prevent a change from 
this State to a worse rather than to a bet- 
ter.“ 

Miss Addams said Chicago’s housing prob- 
lem had three features, one being represent- 
ed by small, unsanitary houses, another by 
rear tenements, and the third by solid brick 
blocks. She noticed as an evidence that there 
was no concentration of evils in one district, 
that the largest’ death rate was to be found 
in the First and Twenty-seventh Wards, the 
greatest density of population in the Six- 
wenth Ward, the highest death rate from 
consumption in the Fifteenth Ward, the 
highest rate from diphtheria in the Seventh 
Ward, and that the greatest number of boys 
Sen o the John Worthy School came from 
the Nineteenth and First Wards. 

Miss Addams’ suggestions were for the 
improvement of the river wards by small 
parks, either at the riverside or near it.

It was on Monday last that the young 
Duke of Westminster attained his majority 
and entered into the possession of his co- 
lossal fortune, becoming his own master. 
His grandfather, the late Duke, left a will, 
made after the young fellow had given him 
offense by declining to break off his engage- 
ment in this way to Miss Sheilah West, and 
according to the terms of which a delay of 
five years. was imposed before his sucessor 
was freed from the control of his guardians 
and trustee and obtained control of the es- 
tates. That is to say, the young fellow was 
not to become his own master until the age 
of 25. But, fortunately for the young Duke, 
his grandfather died so unexpectedly and 
so suddenly that he did not have time to 
affix his signature to this will, which, there- 
fore, remains without legal value, as a mere 
memorial of grandfatherly ill-will and re- 
sentment. 

Meanwhile the Grosevenor family have 
not given up all hope of breaking off the 
match between the Duke and his flancée; 
for he was accompunied back to Africa by 
two of his aunts, and care has been taken 
that while there he should in one way or 
another be always surrounded by influences 
hostile to the Cornwallis Wests. 

Talking about the latter, I may mention 
that their grandson—that is to say, the boy 
recently born to Mrs. West's daughter, the 
lovely Princess Henry of Pless—has just 
been christened at Berlin with an immense 
amount of pomp and ceremony, the Kaiser 
being present in person as one of the godfa- 
thers, while the other, the Prince of Wales, 
was represented at the ceremony by Sir 
Frank Lascelles. The two godmothers were 
Mrs. Cornwallis West, the child’s grand- 
mother, and the infant's great-grandmother, 
Lady Olivia Fitzpatrick, did not hesitate 
to set her cap at the Prince Consort in the 
early portion of Queen Victoria's reign, and 
who taught her daughters not only to flirt 
but to paint their faces, despite the fact that 
it was not merely superfluous but almost 
as great a mistake as painting the lily. 

Mrs. Cornwallis West counted the Prince 
of Wales among her most devoted admirers 
a quarter of a century ago, and, inasmuch 
as Princess Henry of Pless is popularly re- 
ported to have fascinated the Duke of York 
to the extent of arousing the annoyance of 
the Duchess of York, it is to be hoped that 
the peace of mind of the British reigning 
family will not be disturbed in years to come 
by the appearance upon the scene of some 
lovely and captivating great-granddaugh- 
ter of Lady Olivia to charm a fourth genera- 
tion of the royal house of England in the 
person of either Prince David of York 
or his younger brother. b 


Queen Victoria did a graceful thing just 
before Lady Roberts sailed for the Cape, 
for she sent her the Victoria Cross that had 
been awarded to the late Lieutenant Roberts 
for his gallant attempt to seve the guns at 
Colenso, where he received the wounds to 
which he subsequently succumbed. The 
Queen accompanied the insignia by an auto- 
graph note, in which she said that, as the 
young hero's death had prevented her from 
fastening it herself upon his breast, no 
hands but her own had touched it in laying 
it in the case in which she dispatched it to 
the bereaved mother.

The seizure of the baggage of the Duke 
of Veragua at Paris while on his way home 
from Berlin to Madrid by some of his French 
creditors, although unusual, is not without 
precedent. In fact, some ten or twelve 
years ago, I think it was at the time when 
Mr. Blaine was Secretary of State, a similar 
affair took place in this country, the bag- 
gage of the Count de Sesmaisons, at that 
time French Envoy to Hayti and San Do- 
mingo, being attached here by American 
creditors for liabilities contracted by him 
in Hayti. In that instance, as in the case 
of Spain’s special Ambassador to Berlin, the 
Duke of Veragua, last week, the seizure was 
declared invalid and the ds attached re- 
leased not by virtue of any actual loss, but 
owing to the existence of a species of inter- 
national understanding among civilized 
powers which prescribed that envoys tra- 
versing foreign countries while on their way 
to and from their posts should enjoy the 
same immunities and protection as if actual- 
ly accredited to the governments of the 
countries through which they are passing. 

The Duke of Veragua has swarms of cred- 
itors in France, chiefly in connection with 
the collapse of a company which he formed 
some ten years ago for the purpose of ac- 
climatizing bull fights on the banks of the 
Seine, his idea being to create a new mar- 
ket for his bulls, which he breeds for the 
express purpose of figuring in the arena, 
There were all sorts of unpleasant stories 
in connection with this venture and un- 
savory charges made against the Duke, 
who is in quite as bad financial odor in Paris 
as he is in Madrid, where he was bankrupted 
a short time before coming to this country 


ment for a sum of nearly $1,000,000. 

Apropos of the Berlin court, it may inter- 
est some of my readers to know that all 
the table linen of the Prussian royal family, 
and likewise of the reigning houses of Baden, 
Saxony, Bavaria, and Würtemberg, is made 
at one particular factory devoted to the pur- 
pose at Bielefeld. The damask tablecloths 
for the German Emperor include a magnifi- 
cent representation of the Hohenzollern 
arms, while the borders show the crowns 
and heraldic bearings of the kingdoms, 
dukedoms, and principalities composing the 
empire. The workmanship is fine, and so, 
too, is the damask, the yarn for which is all 
imported from Ireland.

The Marquis and Marquise de Beauvoir, 
who have just inherited a fortune of nearly 
$2,000,000, together with a magnificent man- 
sion in the Champs Elysées, from the old 
Marquis de Lambertye, who was in no sense 
of the word related to them, are among the 
best known members of Parisian society, 
being uncle and aunt to the young Duke of 
Decazes, widower of Isabella Singer, heiress 
of the sewing machine manufacturer. The 
De Beauvoirs have for several generations 
been devoted retainers of the houses of Bour- 
bon and of Orleans, and nothing marks 
more conclusively the low estimation in 
which the Duke of Orleans is held in Paris.

Marquis de Beauvoir. The lattér was the 
principal secrétary and fidus achates of 
the Duke's father, the late Count of Paris.

DEWEY TO RIDE IN THE PARADE. 


Mayor and Two Committee Members 
Will Be with Him in the March— 
Plans for the Celebration. 


It has been decided that Admiral Dewey 

will ride in the parade in Chicago on Dewey 
day. Mayor Harrison and two members 
of the Reception committee wi! ride with 
him in a carriage. 
It has been decided that the parade will 
not cross the river, but will be confined to 
the down-town district to make the route 
a reasonable one in length. 

It is believed the parade will be one of the 
largest ever seen in Chicago. The local com- 
mittee estimates that 25,000 men will be in 
line. Letters are received daily from or- 
ganizations in all parts of the State and in 
other States asking for a place in the line. 

No arches will be erected along the line of 
march. It was decided yesterday by the 
Decoration committee that there was not 
enough time to prepare elaborate street dis- 
plays. Owners of buildings will be asked 
to illuminate them at dark and to decorate 
them with the national colors. Citizens will 
be asked not to display pictures of public 
officials, fearing that politics may creep into 
the celebration. 

No public grandstand, such as was built 
for the fall festival, will be erected. A re- 
viewing stand will be built on the Postoffice 
site at Adams and Dearborn streets. There 
will be another stand adjoining for invited 
guests. 

There was some fear that strikes of labor 
unions might interfere with plars for build- 
ing stands, but the general opinion was that 
the unions would do nothing to embarrass 
the committee in charge of the celebration. 

Members of the committee do not believe 
the report that Dewey will not come West 
on account of ill health. They say he would 
have notified them before this if he intended 


changing his plans.

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BUSINESS AGENTS AND A NON-UNION 
MAN TO MEET SUBCOMMISSION. 


— 
Industrial Board Hopes to Bring About 
n Compromise in the Local Situation 
Thomas Nicholson, a Contractor, 
85. is the Principal Witness — Finds 
Right and Wrong on Both Sides— 
Urges Better Conditions for Work- 
ingmen—Other Statements Made. 


Chicago's labor difficulties bid fair to oc- 
cupy the entire attention of the Industriai 
subcommission during the remainder of its 

-sessions. It was not at first the intention 
of the subcommission to limit the scope of 
_the inquiry to any one subject, but since the 
investigation has developed the seriousness 
of the local situation the members have be- 
come deeply impressed with the necessity 
of some settlement. In the opinion of the 
subcommissioners the industrial life of Chi- 


cago is threatene if the contending forces 


are not brought together and some com- 
“promise effected. 
Business agents of a number of unions 
and a representative of non-union labor will 
be witnesses at the hearing today. The 
session will begin at 10 o’clock. | 
' Charles K. Offiela, a patent attorney em- 
ployed by a number of manufacturers; 
Thomas Nicholson, a general contractor; 
Martin B. Madden, President of the Western 
Stone company; and Herman Lilien, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Hodcarriers’ union, were 
the witnesses at yesterday’s session. 


Contractor Nicholson’s Statement. 
The testimony of Mr. Nicholson proved, 
perhaps, of greatest interest to the sub- 
commission. His statements were more 
conservative than those made heretofore by 
contractors. He said both parties were 
right in some things and wrong in others. 
He favored a central organization of unions 
if it was agreed that all differences should 


doe settled by a permanent board of arbitra- 


* tion. When combinations were formed by 
both contractors and uhions, with central- 
ized heads, he said, the solution of difficul- 


Ties would be simplified. 


Ot course, labor, with thousands of 
mouths to feed, cannot hold out as long as 
its former employers,“ said Mr. Nicholson, 
“ but crushing a strike in this manner means 
trouble in the future. Labor may be forced 
into submission, but in the years to come it 
will act. Something should be done to better 
the condition of laboring men. They are 
largely at fault in not working to that end 
themselves. Too few in Chicago own their 
own homes. It is every man’s ambition to 
own his own home. I once attended an 
Anarchists’ meeting in this city, and was 
Surprised to learn that every one hoped to 
be able to own his own home.“ 


; Arraigns Assessment System. 
Real estate in this city is too high,“ he 
continued. One cause of this condition 
is the system of assessment. Vacant prop- 
erty is not assessed at its proper figure. 
Assessors are nominally elected by the vot- 
era, but in reality they are selected other- 
wise. Imagine men who are unfamiliar 
with property being named for Assessors to 
assess Chicago in four months. I pre- 
sume that the four months’ limit is for the 
purpose of juggling the valuations. Proper 
assessments would do much to reduce the

„ pecial advantage to the workingman. 


He severely criticised the lack of schools 
for the education of the American youth in 
handicraft. The manual training schools 
he pronounced a fad and impracticable. 
Trade schools on the order of the one in 
New York were advocated. They should 
be established by the State, so as to give 
boys the election of going to the trade school 
or the high school when he has completed 
the grammar school. 

Invitation by Subcommission. 
he subcommission issued the following 
statement regarding the work of the com- 

._ mission, and in reply to the assertion that 
the labor unions have to ask to be heard: 

„A morning newspaper having published 
a statement to the effect that the laboring 
people appear to feel that they have to re- 

' quest the Industrial commission to take up 
their side of the case, the members of the 
Industrial commission desire again to cor- 
rect what appears to be an erroneous im- 
pression. When the commission came to 
Chicago it was for the purpose of making a 
specific examination into manufacturing con- 
ditions. It was the intention to hear both 

he capital and the labor sides of the manu- 
acturing industry, and not to go into the 
strike difficulty. But witnesses having 
brought it formally to the attention of the 
commission, it was determined to issue an 
invitation to the unions concerned in the 
strike to select representatives to give testi- 
mony on their side off the question. That in- 
vitation was prepared on Tuesday evening, 
given to the representatives of the morning 
newspapers, and published on Wednesday 
morning in perhaps all the Chicago morning 
papers. The commission has subpœnaed no 


witnesses since coming to Chicago. Most 


of those who have thus far testified have 
presented themselves voluntarily at the re- 
quest of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion. The commission is not informed as to 
who would be the proper representatives of 


the labor unions. It, therefore, renews its in- 
vitation to the unions to select able repre- 


sentatives to speak in a representative ca- 
pacity for the workingmen of Chicago.”

CHARGE FIRE TO STRIKERS.
